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Continuation of 2. NOTE: (1) The proposed amendment to claim 1 effectively incorporates the limitations of claim 29 into claim 1. 
However, claim 29 is still pending rendering it a substantial duplicate of claim 1. (2) Applicant's argument that there is insufficient 
motivation to wall-mount the portable dryers of the cited prior art is not deemed to be persuasive. The examiner took Official Notice that 
such wall-mounting of portable dryers is well known and replete in the art so that the dryer can be fixed to the wall thereby precluding the 
need to hold the dryer during operation. Further evidence of this fact can be found in the newly cited patents to Rose, Andis et al, and 
Hamilton which are representative of this well-known technique and cited herein for illustrative purposes. 
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
